The roots of our present Trinity Lutheran Church 
were first planted in Astoria by Pastor Pe Carlson 
in the year 16 *with the organization of the Frist 
Swedish Lutheran Churche 

The Lutheran Memorial Church was organized in 
May of 1908 Merger agitation began as far back as 
1920 when merger resolutions were adopted by both 
congregationse Under Pastor GeKeAndeen's leader- 
ship the new congregation was organized on August 27, 
1929 with a charter membership of 2696
